HOW TO MIX AND USE 

For each standard 5 lb. package measure out 
four pints (2 quarts) of water (any temperature 
preferred) add to the dry powder material only 
enough water to make an ordinary thick, smooth 
paste. Stir thoroughly until smooth and free 
from lumps, reducing by the addition of more 
water, until the consistency of a thick cream. 

Do Not Use Ice Cold Water. Hot water is 
not necessary because of ALABASTINE purity. 
Water of summer temperature will produce best 
results. 

No fixed rule can be given to apply to all 
surfaces. For walls properly sized, painted or very 
glassy, a trifle less water is preferable. Very 
porous or absorbing surfaces may require a slight 
addition of water to spread smoothly. 

All surfaces should be properly repaired for 
cracks, holes, etc., prepared by sizing, (use SIZE- 
IT) and cleaned. 

Do not use ALABASTINE on a white-washed 
or Kalsomined Surface until all old material is 
thoroughly removed. 

Detailed instructions for mixing and wall 
preparations are given on each package of genu- 
ine ALABASTINE as applying to most ordinary 
conditions. 

Alabastine is so easy to mix and apply that 
if the services of a practical decorator cannot be 
secured you can do the work yourself.
